2. Approval of the Agenda 


The agenda was approved, with one change. Item 7 - Introduction to Open Access Initiative at 
Concordia University - was advanced to item 3 of the agenda. 


3. Introduction to Open Access Initiative at Concordia University 


Dean Wild introduced Gerald Beasley, University Librarian, and Kristina Huneault of the 
Department of Art History, who were present to discuss the Open Access Initiative at Concordia 


University. 


G. Beasley began his presentation by providing a definition of “open access” which is the free, 
online dissemination of research and creative work. Open access allows faculty to share their 
research in different ways, at different stages and with different colleagues. 


Further, the definition adopted by SSHRC states that open access “aims to increase the impact of 
research knowledge on society by making the full content of publicly funded research results 
easily available on the internet, permanent and without direct cost to the reader.” 


Several universities in North America and Europe, among them MIT and Harvard Faculties, have 


mandated open access publishing for their faculty members. Increasingly, open access publishing 
is becoming a requirement for publicly funded research in Canada.

Concordia Libraries will be launching an open access repository, called Spectrum, during the week 
of October 19 -23. Spectrum will be able to accommodate text, audio, image and video files and 
will have staff available to help researchers with the self-submission process. 


G. Beasley concluded his presentation by asking if Fine Arts Faculty Council would be prepared to 
adopt a resolution on open access by the end of this term, with a goal of receiving Senate approval 
later this spring. Open access will also be a major theme at the May 2010 Congress of the 
Humanities and Social Sciences, which will be hosted by Concordia, and thus it would be timely 


to have concluded the approval process by this spring. 


K. Huneault has been serving as a conduit between Fine Arts and the Working Group on Open 
Access at Concordia and added the following comments. Ideally, open access should facilitate 
the dissemination of research and creative activity in the Fine Arts. Many questions about open 
access need to be answered (e.g. should it be voluntary or mandated), and Fine Arts departments 
will be asked to discuss and recommend on these types of issues. 


At this point, the following motion was made: 
MOTION: (L. Lerner, M. Nitoslawska) 


“that all Fine Arts departments be asked to discuss the Open Access proposal and return 
recommendations to Fine Arts Faculty Council for full discussion in November 2009.” 


A discussion followed: 


e For work that is already copyrighted, is there a process? G. Beasley noted that 
this will have to be reviewed on a case-by-case basis, however, Spectrum is not 
retrospective. 

e Inresponse to a question, G. Beasley confirmed that Spectrum is non-profit, 
and initial seed funding had been provided by the Office of the Vice-President, 
Research. Library operating funds will be used to operate the database on an 
ongoing basis. 

A link with other university repositories is under consideration. 

In response to a comment from Associate Dean Lynn Hughes regarding the 
definition of peer review in Fine Arts, G. Beasley noted that while Spectrum 
can also accommodate non peer-reviewed material, Fine Arts would have to 
define the nature and operations of such a repository. 


The question was then called and CARRIED. 
In conclusion, the Dean noted that an open access repository would provide an opportunity to 


make research and creative work in the Fine Arts visible to a wider audience. She then thanked G. 
Beasley and K. Hunealt for their presentation.

The new Fine Arts website will be launched at the end of September. 
Five new tenure track faculty have joined the Faculty in 2009-10: Shira Avni in Cinema 
(Film Animation), Marc Steinberg in Cinema (Film Studies), Jean-Pierre Larocque in 


Studio Arts (Ceramics), Guylaine Vaillancourt in Creative Arts Therapies (Music Therapy) 


and Natalie Dumont in Design and Computation Arts. 


e Six new tenure track faculty are being recruited for the 2010-11 academic year: two in Art 


Education, two in Art History and two in Creative Arts Therapies. In addition, a CRC 


Tier I Chair in Gaming, a joint appointment with the Faculty of Arts and Science, has been 


approved and advertised. 


e A Long Service Awards Ceremony was held this week. Many Fine Arts staff and faculty 


were honoured for their long service. 

e The Departments of Theatre and Contemporary Dance have moved from Loyola to their 
new facilities in the GM and MB buildings downtown. There will be a tour of these 
facilities at the end of today’s meeting. The move culminates a year of extraordinary 
effort by the departments as well as staff in Facilities Management. 


e The Department of Music will move from Loyola to their new facilities in the MB and GM 


buildings in Summer 2010. 


e An architectural competition for the Grey Nuns project will be launched within the coming 


year. 


‘ e Enrolments across the university are up by about 3%, and Fine Arts enrolments have also 


increased by the same percentage.
